The Senate has agreed to attempt to fill 
four vacant Senate seats for students but 
there are grumblings about the apparent 
lack of interest by students in serving on 
campus governing bodies. 

President Dr. Howard Petch last week 
urged first-year students to get involved, 
warning them that student representation 
on university Senates was granted “rather 
grudgingly” by the B.C. government. 

“If students don’t take advantage of it, 
there’s a chance it may be taken away,” he 
told about 600 students at a meeting in the 
University Centre Auditorium. 

The Senate is the supreme academic 
body on campus and normally has 12 stu¬ 
dent representatives among its 53 
members. 

There were no candidates for student 
Senate seats from the Faculties of Educa¬ 
tion, Fine Arts, Graduate Studies and 
Human and Social Development in a stu¬ 
dent election last spring. 

Senate will now attempt to fill these 
vacancies by seeking nominations and 
holding an election at the October Senate 
meeting. 

Registrar Ron Ferry, in a memo to 
Senate, raised the question of whether 
Senate need take any action at all, “in view 
of the apparent lack of interest in the elec¬ 
tion by students themselves last spring”. 


“One might ask, if an election is con¬ 
ducted to fill vacancies on the Senate and 
no nominations are forthcoming, is there 
any onus on the Senate to continue to hold 
elections until the vacancies are filled.” 

Student senator John Pennington 
(Law-3) attempted to introduce a motion 
that Senate wished to fill the vacancies, 
but got little support. 

“If the students are not interested in get¬ 
ting involved, that’s tough,” said Dr. Reg 
Mitchell (Chemistry). “I’ll vote against 
that motion.” 

Dr. Richard Powers (Political Science) 
also objected to the motion, but added he 
might support a more specific motion con¬ 
cerning the vacancies. 

Dr. Rod Symington (German) said it 
was important to try to fill the four vacan¬ 
cies. “It’s undemocratic to close the door to 
students.” 

Mitchell said a Senate election “makes 
a mockery of election procedures. Last year 
we did this and we had no reliable data on 
any of the candidates or that the students 
nominated represented anyone.” 

Senate agreed, however, to hold an elec¬ 
tion at Senate rather than conduct a by- 
election in which all students on campus 
would receive ballots by mail. A campus¬ 
wide election would cost about $1,250. 


Alma Mater Society (AMS) President 
Marla Nickerson sounded a warning this 
week that student government on campus 
is in a “dangerous” situation because of 
apathy on the part of students. 

Nickerson made her remarks as the 
AMS prepares for a by-election Oct. 16 to 
fill 10 vacant seats on the AMS governing 
body, the Representative Assembly (RA). 

The call for nomination of candidates 
for the by-election opens Sept. 25 and 
closes Oct. 5. An all-candidates meeting 
will be held Oct. 15 in the Student Union 
Building. 

The 23-member RA,which administers 
an annual operating budget of more than 
$100,000, had seven vacancies after a gen¬ 
eral election in March because of a lack of 
candidates. The number of vacancies has 
risen to 10 because of resignations and 
graduation. 

“We haven’t been able to fill all our RA 
positions for three years running,” said 
Nickerson. “Lots of students are willing to 
criticize the RA but very few are willing to 
run for office.” 

Nickerson said other student unions 
have folded because of a lack of interest on 
the part of students and have been taken 
over by university administrators. 

“We are in danger of the same thing 
happening here.” 


Nickerson said most students consider 
that the RA is involved only with adminis¬ 
tering the SUB Pub, The Martlet, and 
Cinecenta, “but we administer a lot more 
than that.” 

She said any student can run for office 
and it is important that new students get 
involved. “We are criticized because the 
same people get involved year after year. 
We need new members with new ideas, hut 
where are they?” 

Among AMS activities are the adminis¬ 
tering of the bus-pass program, the Om¬ 
budsman program, student orientation, 
academic guidebook, clubs and an academ¬ 
ic program. The AMS brings in speakers, 
sponsors conferences and is involved in a 
wide range of social activities. 

Nickerson also expressed concern about 
the lack of student interest in university 
administrative bodies as well. “There are 
several vacant seats for student senators. 
If we don’t show an interest, the govern¬ 
ment is going to turn around and amend 
the Universities Act and tell students to 
forget about representation on the Senate 
and Board of Governors.” 

At the RA level, nine representatives 
seats are open and one executive seat, that 
of director of communications.

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Women look at politics 

“The country is yours; ladies; politics is simply a public 
affair. Your s’and mine and every one’s. The government 
has enfranchised you , but it cannot emancipate you. 

That is done by your own process of thought” 

Nellie McClung, once Canada's best known women's rights advocate, 
made that statement in 1917. When she died in Victoria 28 years ago this 
month, in 1951, women had made some advances following two world wars. 
Today those advances continue, but for many the area of politics and the pol¬ 
itical process remains outside their experience. 

University Extension, in cooperation with the Victoria Status of Women, 
has organized “Women and Political Participation”, a two-day conference, 
Oct. 26 and 27, to.be held in the MacLaurin Building. Registration closes Oct. 
12 . 

Major figures in Canadian politics will act as conference resource persons. 

Doris Anderson, chairperson of the Canadian Advisory Council on the 
Status of Women and former editor of Chatelaine, will be joined by Eileen 
Dailly, former Minister of Education and NDP MLA; Pauline Jewett, former 
president of Simon Fraser University and now a member of Parliament; Dar¬ 
lene Marzarri, one of Vancouver City Council's more active alderpersons; 
and Jean Piggot, formerly a member of Parliament for Ottawa and now a 
member of Joe Clark's staff in the Prime Minister's office. 

UVic resource people at the conference include Irene Block, Saanich aider- 
man and a secretary for the anthropology department; Ellen Godfrey and 
Cindy Williams,who teach Women's Studies for University Extension; and 
Dawn Morro, a professor in the English department. 

Workshops at the conference include discussions on how to be an active 
party member, working in groups and committees, how to present a cause to 
the media, and how to judge media bias and evaluate political parties. Small 
group discussions with the conference resource persons allow direct involve¬ 
ment with women who are currently active in politics at both the national 
and local level, from formulating major party policies to organizing neigh¬ 
bourhood watch committees. 

The conference will provide day care for children from 18 months to 10 
years of age. Further details are available from University Extension at local 
4802.

8,300 register 

Enrolment 
still soars 

For the first time, enrolment at UVic has 
topped the 8,000 mark. 

By the end of the first week of classes, 
7,767 students were enrolled in undergrad¬ 
uate courses, and about 700 graduate stu¬ 
dents are expected to register for the 1979- 
80 academic year, for a total of 8,367. 

At the undergraduate level, enrolment 
is up eight per cent while predictions are 
that graduate enrolment figures will show 
at least a 15 per cent increase over last 
year. 

The University of British Columbia is 
showing a six per cent increase in enrol¬ 
ment to more than 24,000 students while 
registrations at Simon Fraser University 
have dipped by about one per cent. 

All of these enrolment figures are preli¬ 
minary and will change before the official 
registration tally is made Dec. 1. 

There are 571 more students than last 
year in the Faculties of Arts and Science, 
Law, Fine Arts, Education and Human 
and Social Development. 

“This is the highest total we have ever 
registered in these faculties at this time,” 
said Administrative Registrar Gordon 
Smiley. 

Meanwhile, Dr. John Dewey, Dean of 
Graduate Studies, told the Senate last, 
week that registration in graduate pro¬ 
grams indicate an increase of 15 per cent in 
enrolment, or about 90 students. By the 
time all figures on graduate enrolment are 
tallied, the increase could be as much as 26 
per cent. 

“We have had to reject a large number of 
applications from students because the 
faculties simply do not have the resources 
to handle them,” said Dewey. 

President Dr. Howard Petch said the 
enrolment increases are “very encourag¬ 
ing” and will mean that UVic's operating 
grant will go up, in stages, ever the next 
three years. 

The Universities Council of British 
Columbia (UCBC) has adopted a grant for¬ 
mula based primarily on student popula¬ 
tions at universities. 

“This enrolment increase will certainly 
help our financial situation considerably,” 
said Petch. 

While the grant will go up next year, 
faculties are now feeling the pinch in pro¬ 
viding resources for the unexpected 
increase. 

Before the final registration figures are 
tallied, Smiley estimates that about 300 
students will leave UVic, if past years are 
any indication. 

Enrolment figures reveal that the per¬ 
centage of part-time students at UVic is 
continuing to increase. There are 2,187 
part-time students registered this year, 
28.5 per cent of all undergraduates. 

The Faculty of Arts and Science has 
absorbed the bulk of the enrolment 
increase, up 429 students from 1978-79. 

All years and all faculties, except Edu¬ 
cation, are up in enrolment. 
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Students, staff, faculty and members of the 
community are invited to drop into Univer¬ 
sity Centre Sept. 24 to learn more about 
problems facing handicapped people in 
society and what can be done to solve 
them. 

As part of a day-long conference on edu¬ 
cation and the physically handicapped, 
being held on campus that day, the foyer of 
University Centre will be turned over to 
displays set up by organizations working 
with the handicapped. 

People are welcome to stop by to view 
the displays and ask questions between 9 
a.m. and 12 noon. They are also invited to 
hear a welcoming address to be delivered 
in the Auditorium at noon by UVic Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Howard Petch, then view a film on 
the handicapped in the work force and 
listen to a panel discussion, says Alma 
Mater Society president Marla Nickerson. 

A number of community groups have 
been invited to attend the conference, 
which is being co-sponsored by the Presi¬ 
dent's Advisory Committee on Equal 
Rights and Opportunities (ERO) and the 
AMS. This is the first conference of this 
kind to be held in B.C. 

Nickerson has sent letters to a number 
of community organizations working with 
handicapped persons inviting them to 
send representatives, and has received pos¬ 
itive responses from most. However, she 
said earlier this week she is disappointed 
that her letter to the Ministry of Human 
Resources, requesting that a representa¬ 
tive of Minister of Human Resources Grace 
McCarthy attend, had not received a reply. 
An earlier invitation to McCarthy to 
attend was declined. 

This means that there will be no govern¬ 
ment MLAs at the conference, which “is a 
disappointment” says Nickerson. 

Among those who are attending the 
conference and participating in the panel 
discussion on problems facing the handi¬ 
capped in educational and other institu¬ 
tions are: MLA Rosemary Brown, the 
opposition's MHR critic; former Oak Bay 
Conservative MLA Dr. Scott Wallace; 
Helen Austin, the chief consultant on the 
Handicapped to the Ministry of Labour; a 


representative from the Workers' Compen¬ 
sation Board; Isabel Beveridge from the 
CNIB; UVic student Bill Morley (A&Sc-4); 
UVic faculty member Dr. David S. Moyer 
(Anthropology) and Dr. Joel Newman of 
the UVic Counselling Centre who will act 
as chairman. 

Many of the people on «the panel are 
members of the disabled community and 
therefore will have first hand knowledge of 
the problems discussed, says Nickerson. 

There has been good media co-operation 
in advertising the conference, and “we're 
hoping to draw lots of people” she adds. 

Among the interested media groups is 
Victoria's Cable 10 which is planning to 
tape the proceedings in co-operation with 
UVic's Media and Technical Services and 
air the tape on the community channel at 
dates to be announced. 

Nickerson has also sent letters to all 
secondary school counsellors in British 
Columbia inviting their attendance, and 
earlier this week received word that a coun¬ 
sellor from Gulf Island Seqondary School 
is planning to attend with a group of 
students. 

Displays for public viewing are being 
set up by a variety of groups including the 
CNIB, the Canadian Paraplegic Associa¬ 
tion, the Kinsmen Rehabilitation Founda¬ 
tion, and the B.C. Lions Society. Joint 
displays are being contributed by the Deaf 
and Hard of Hearing Institute of Van¬ 
couver Island and the Western Institute for 
the Deaf; and the Alma Mater Society and 
UVic. 

UVic's administration and the AMS 
have been working co-operatively towards 
making the campus 100 per cent accessible 
to persons with physical handicaps. At 
this point the campus has Braille labels on 
all doors, wheelchair lifts and ramps, spe¬ 
cial washroom facilities, and volunteer 
readers and drivers. 

Word that UVic has 100 per cent acces¬ 
sibility is getting out to the handicapped 
community which is one of the reasons 
enrolment of handicapped persons this 
year has more than doubled says 
Nickerson. 


Noteworthy 
week for 
music lovers

The CBC Festival continues a 10-year tra¬ 
dition of fall music presentations ranging . 
through the richness of opera and classical 
concerts, the precision and personal styles 
of exceptional soloists and modem folk 
artist to irreverent satire and comedy when 
it opens in Victoria Sept. 23. It also marks 
the hoped for beginnings of a tradition for 
the city and UVic. 

The eight-day musical celebration last¬ 
ing until Oct. 1 marks the first time the fes¬ 
tival has come to Vancouver Island, and 
community response will decide whether 
the new direction will continue. Good 
tickets are still available for all 
performances. 

The festival will consist of five free 
noon-hour concerts, six evening perfor¬ 
mances and two afternoon concerts. 

Opening the festival on Sept. 23 in the 
Auditorium at 2:30 p.m., the massed voices 
of the UVic choir and the Vancouver Bach 
Choir will be joined by the Victoria Sym¬ 
phony in a performance of Durufle's 
“Requiem” and Faure's “Pelleas and Meli- 
sande”. The concert also highlights Cana¬ 
dian composers, including Victoria's 
Bernard Naylor. 

Other events in the Auditorium include 
the major performance of Rossini's concert 
opera Cinderella , Sept. 26 with an interna¬ 
tional cast that includes Judith Forst in 
the lead role. The opera will be taped for 
later broadcast on the U.S. public televi¬ 
sion network. It is a joint production of 
UVic and KCTS Channel 9 Seattle. Tickets 
for this production are limited. 

Quebec superstar Claude Dubois 
appears in concert at the Auditorium Sept. 

27 at 8 p.m. 

On Sept. 28 at 8 p.m. solo appearances 
by folk-singer Ian Tyson and Shari Ulrich, 
formerly of Pied Pumkin and lead vocalist 
of the Hometown Band t bring contempor¬ 
ary sounds to the Auditorium, followed 
Sept. 29 at 8 p.m. by the hilarious bad taste 
of Dr. Bundolo’s Medicine Show, including 
the unquestionably good music of the Don 
Clark Band.

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Wasp relief in sight 


New coaches named 
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Information officer Tim Humphreys doesn’t believe in passive resistance to wasps in the Ring 
office, especially on deadline days. 


They make every trip across campus an 
adventure frought with peril and they are 
uninvited guests at back yard barbeques. 

Those flying little fiends even had the 
nerve to dive-bomb a glass of beer left sit¬ 
ting on the proch. 

They are wasps or yellow jackets, and 
they are everywhere in enormous numbers 
this year. 

There is, however, good news for those 
of us who can’t abide the little stingers. By 
the end of September, they’ll start dying 
off. And next year there shouldn’t be so 
many of them. 

Dr. Richard Ring (Biology) is studying 
cold-hardiness in insects including wasps 
and he explains that there are several fac¬ 
tors for the increase in the wasp population 
this year. 

“Wasps undergo these population 
cycles and peak populations occur every 
six to eight years,” he says. “The last 
major peak in the wasp population was 
eight years ago and this could be another 
peak year.” 

Ring says there are environmental rea¬ 
sons for the number of wasps as well. The 
wasp queen is inseminated in the fall and 
hibernates during the winter in dry spots, 
free from moisture. 


“Cold weather won’t kill them,” he says. 
“There are statistics to show that they can 
survive at minus 20 degrees Celsius. A bad 
winter for a wasp is one that is mild and 
wet. 

Last winter was exceptionally dry and a 
lot of queens survived. Each queen has the 
potential to head a colony of 5,000 wasps. 
Ring says if the spring is warm,disease is 
minimal and food is available for the lar¬ 
vae, wasps are likely to thrive. 

Ring says there are three or four species 
of yellow jacket and several varieties 
within these species. “They are quite agres- 
sive,” he adds. “It doesn’t take much to pro¬ 
voke them.” 

Lest people go hunting in hollow trees 
and attics bent on destroying every wasp 
this winter, Ring points out that the wasp 
plays an important role in nature. 

“They eat aphids, cabbage worms and 
other garden insects,” he says. “They are 
also scavengers, cleaning up the dead 
bodies of rodents and insects.” 

They also sting and are a nightmare for 
those with phobias. Some people won’t go 
outside this summer because of them. 

Ring advises those who are sensitive to 
wasp stings to have a supply of anti¬ 
histamine tablets or syrup on hand. 


Three new coaching appointments for the 
1979-80 season were announced last week 
by Ken Shields, co-ordinator of athletics at 
UVic. 

Norm Vickery has been named assist¬ 
ant coach of the basketball Vikings. Peter 
Domengoni is the new assistant coach of 
the basketball Vikettes and Chris Mar¬ 
shall is the new head coach for men’s 
volleyball. 

Vickery brings a wealth of basketball 
experience as both a player and coach to 
his new role as assistant to coach Shields 
with the Vikings. The pair have combined 
forces twice in the past. 

Shields played for Vickery at Prince 
Rupert Senior Secondary School during 
the team’s 1964 B.C. high school cham¬ 
pionship season. 

During 1969-70 they formed a coaching 
tandem at the University of British Colum¬ 
bia where they co-coached the Thun- 
derettes to a Western Canada 
Intercollegiate Athletic Association 
women’s championship and to a Canadian 
Senior ‘A’ women’s crown. 

Vickery is best known for the six years 
he spent as head coach of the Laurentian 
University women’s Vees. Under his direc¬ 
tion from 1973 to 1979, the Vees won five 
national championships. 

Domengoni, 25, assisted Vickery during 
the 1978-79 championship season with the 
Vees. He will assume similar duties with 
Vikettes’ coach, Kathy Shields. 


Marshall, 27, replaces A1 Scott who 
served as head coach of the volleyball 
Vikes for five years. Marshall has had 
more than 10 years of volleyball expe¬ 
rience, as a player, coach and clinician. For 
the past two years he has been assistant 
coach of UVic’s volleyball Vikettes.

Meet the cream of the academic crop 


Two third-year Arts and Science students 
from Victoria have been awarded UVic’s 
top academic scholarships for 
undergraduates. 

Stanley Dosso and Ilmo Von-Rudolf 
achieved 8.9 &rade point averages, the 
equivalent of A plus marks in all subjects, 
in their second-year studies. They led more 
than 6,700 undergraduate students who 
wrote final examinations at the end of the 
1978-79 academic year at UVic. 

Administrative Registrar Gordon Smi¬ 
ley announced the tie for the top scholar¬ 
ship awards when he recently released the 
names of 249 winners of $76,000 in scholar¬ 
ships and awards for undergraduates. 

Dosso receives the prestigious R.T. Wal¬ 
lace Commemorative Scholarship of 
$1,000 while Von-Rudolf has been awarded 
the $900 B.C. Centennial Scholarship and 
a $100 Frank and Margaret Gibbs 
'Scholarship. 

Only one student ranked above them at 
the end of the 1978-79 academic year. John 
Fawcett of Victoria received a perfect 9 
grade point average and was awarded the 
Governor-General’s Medal as UVic’s top 
graduating student at the June Convoca¬ 
tion. Fawcett has enrolled in a doctoral 
program in applied mathematics at the 
California Institute of Technology. 

Dosso won his award for his studies in 
mathematics, computing sciences and 
physics while Von-Rudolf is in the Co¬ 
operative Education Program in physics. 
The co-op program is a year-round, work- 
study program in which top students alter¬ 


nate between academic studies on campus 
and work in industry and government in 
jobs related to their academic programs. 

Anthony Price of North Vancouver fin¬ 
ished just behind the two top students, 
with an 8.8 grade point average in his first- 
year Arts and Science program. 

Price receives a $500 Sutro Bancroft 
scholarship and a $300 Woods Trust 
Scholarship. 

Wendy Seward of Victoria receives the 
$750 Chevron Canada Ltd. award for an 
8.7 grade point average in third-year stu¬ 
dies in mathematics. 

Janice Wright of Victoria also achieved 
an 8.7 grade point average in third-year 
studies in Arts and Science. She receives 
the $500 Mary Hannah Cooper Scholar¬ 
ship and a $300 Woods Scholarship. 

Jennifer Charlesworth of Victoria was 
the top student in the Faculty of Human 
and Social Development with an 8.6 grade 
point average in her second-year studies in 
the School of Child Care.

Mickelson: new Senate vice-chairman 


Dr. Norma Mickelson, Dean of Education, has 
been elected vice-chairman of the Senate. She 
replaces chief librarian Dean Halliwell who 
resigned at the end of his one-year term as 
vice-chairman at the Senate meeting of Sept. 
12. Mickelson’s chief duty as vice-chairman will 
be to chair Senate meetings in the absence of 
chairman President Dr. Howard Patch. 


Senate, at the Sept. 12 meeting,shot down a 
resolution from the Alma Mater Society (AMS) 
calling for erasure of all original comments by 
instructors on student work that is being re¬ 
graded. The AMS resolution stated that “we 
believe this to be the only way to obtain a fair 
and unbiased second opinion.” Faculty 
members on Senate disagreed. Dr. Richard 
Powers (Political Science) said the resolution 
made “no sense at all in the light of what we 
were asked to do a few years ago”. Powers was 
referring to Senate approval in 1977 of a 
Calendar entry instructing professors to give 
corrective comments on all assigned work sub¬ 
mitted by students. He suggested that instruc¬ 
tors would have to make their comments in 
invisible ink if the AMS resolution was adopted 
by Senate. 

Women In Management, a two-day conference 
on decision making to be held Oct. 4 and 5 at 
UVic, will emphasize how to pinpoint issues, 
and recognize and analyze problems. The con¬ 
ference will include case studies and small 
group discussions to demonstrate how to make 
and implement decisions.

Chairman of the French department Dr. Elaine 
Limbrick has been elected president of the 
Canadian Comparative Literature Association, 
marking the second time this active UVic 
faculty member has served as president of a 
Canadian Learned Society. She has also 
served as president of the Association of 
Canadian University Teachers of French. At a 
recent meeting of the Learned Societies, held 
at the University of Saskatchewan, Limbrick 
and Dr. Jennifer Waelti-Walters (French) both 
presented papers to the Comparative Literature 
Association. Limbrick spoke on “Montaigne 
and his English translators: The emergence of 
the essay as a genre”, and Waelti-Walters 
discussed “In the beginning was the word: 
Power and Language in Wittig’s les Guerillieres 
and Bersianik’s L’Euguelionnex ”. Waelti- 
Walters also presented a paper on “Je te dirai le 
moi facture: Les Prunes de Cythere" to the 
Association of Canadian University Teachers 
of French. 


Professor Murray Rankin (Law) will speak on 
the Canadian Bar Association’s model freedom 
of information act at a conference on Open 
Government and Freedom of Information in 
Toronto Sept. 27 and 28. Rankin, an expert on 
the freedom of information issue, was a major 
participant in drafting the association’s model 
act and is the author of the association’s 
response to a government Green Paper on the 
subject. The conference is sponsored by the 
Ontario Commission on Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion and Individual Privacy and York Universi¬ 
ty’s Osgoode Hall Law School. 


UVic may be growing up. The Senate, at the 
Sept. 12 meeting, rejected part of a recommen¬ 
dation that at least one of the candidates for 
honorary degrees at Convocation “have some 
connection with British Columbia and particu¬ 
larly with southern Vancouver Island”. Murray 
Fraser, Dean of Law, objected to the last six 
words as unnecessary. “Surely this university 
is past the point of worrying about whether 
honorary degree recipients come from south¬ 
ern Vancouver Island,” he said. Senate 
approved Fraser’s motion that the reference to 
southern Vancouver Island be eliminated. The 
recommendation was offered as a guideline for 
procedures for the awarding of honorary 
degrees by the Senate committee on agenda 
and procedures. 


Dr. William Gibson, chairman of the Universi¬ 
ties Council of British Columbia (UCBC), led a 
delegation of UCBC members to campus Sept. 
17 for an informal meeting with members of 
UVic’s Board of Governors. The day-long 
meetings have become a once-a-year tradition 
on campus with UCBC members given a tour of 
some of the facilities and lots of questions from 
both sides. According to unofficial reports of 
this year’s meeting, it was a “cordial and infor¬ 
mative” affair. “When we can meet personally 
with UCBC members and they can meet us, a 
better understanding of what we are all trying 
to do can develop,” was one comment. UCBC 
was established by the provincial government 
six years ago and has among its functions, the 
distribution of operating grants to the three 
B.C. universities.
